Sir Josiah Stamp, representing the Pilgrim 
Trust, who have in various ways encouraged 
occupational and recreational centres in the 
distressed areas, spoke at a recent meeting 
of the Tyneside Council of Social Service. 

He took as his subject, “ Is Social Service 
a Spirit or an Organisation ?’’ and showed how 
the Pilgrim Trust had endeavoured to avoid 
disbursing their funds in the two extreme 
directions which were either barren or futile.
